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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1, 3, 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hutchinson, Jr. et al. (5382177). 

Hutchinson (Figures 1-7) shows an electrical connector 4 with an insulative 
housing 6 with a front surface, a rear surface, side surfaces18, 20, a plurality of poles 
protruding from the front surface to a free end, the rear surface defining a plurality of 
channels 12 and a pair of latches 22 connected to side surfaces 18, 20 at pivotal points 
19. Each latch has a hook 38 between free end of the poles and the front surface, and a 
rear end 42 located between the pivotal point and rear surface of the housing. A 
plurality of contacts received in the channels are crimped on wires of a cable forming a 
cable end connector. The electrical connector 4 mates with a header connector 2 
having a second insulating housing with a plurality of contacts and a pair of wedgy 
blocks 52 on opposite sides to engage the latches 22. The housing of the header 
connector has a wall with a planar surface. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hutchinson, Jr. et al. (5382177) in view of Mitra et al. 

Hutchinson shows all the features except a plurality of rows of the poles and the 
terminals of the header connector with soldering tails. Such features are well known in 
the art of electrical connectors. Mitra shows these features. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the instant invention to 
provide rows of poles and terminals with soldering tails because rows of poles would 
require a mere duplication of essential parts, which involve only routine skill in the art. 
St. Regis Co. vs. Bemis co., 193 USPQ 8 and provision of tails would provide a means 
for surface mounting as shown by Mitra and well known in the art. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hoshino et al (447968600 and Polger et al. (6364718) also 
shows rows of terminals with tails for surface mounting.
